age person from 14 to 20 ounces of 
carbonaceous food, together with the 
requisite amount of nitrogenous mat- 
ter, according to the season, is suffi- 
cient to keep up the normal health, 
says American Queen. When less is 
supplied, or in sickness, when food 
cannot be digested, the balance is 
withdrawn from the fatty accumula- 
tions under the skin. Therefore if one 
wishes to reduce one's \veight—and 
most people can regulate their own— 
observe that the amount of carbona- 
ceous food consumed during the day 
is less than from 14 to 20 ounces, and 
that no article of food contains more 
than its due proportion of carbona- 
ceous matter. For, of course, all car- 
bonaceous foods do not contain 
the 


same amount of carbon. Fats and oils, 
having in them no water, contain two 
and 
one-half 
times 
more 
carbon 


than starch and sugar, which are 
largely composed of water. 


If 
you have reached 
an average 


weight and wish to retain it apportion, 
your food supply so that the 14 to 20 
ounces of carbonaceous matter (rice, 
buckwheat, oatmeal, potatoes, sweet 
potatoes, carrots, beets, pork and meat) 
is consumed daily, together with the 
proper proportion of nitrogenous food, 
5 ounces of which should be appor- 
tioned to 20 ounces of carbonaceous 
matter. A partial list of foods con- 
taining nitrogenous 
matter in large 


quantities is as follows: Cheese, beans, 
peas, lean meats, fish, green vegetables 
and fruit.

Good Way to Frahep 


"In buying crape," says Emma M. 


Hooper in the Ladles' Home Journal, 
"it is well to ask for the waterproo.

rain, as the ordinary material will spot 
and lose its crispness when wet. When 
this does happen, or if the crape has 
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worn rusty looking and shabby, It may 
be steamed and thus renew its glossy, 
crisp texture and appearance. 
This 


process has been tried for many years 
in my immediate family and gives the 
most satisfactory results, and it may 
be repeated as often as necessary. Rip 
the hems out of the veil or the trim- 
ming to be renovated, as each piece 
must be flat; brush the dust off with 
an old piece of silk and pull oat all 
of the threads. Then have 
a clean 


broom-handle and around this wrap 
each pleoe of crape, keeping it smooth 
until til are oti the handle and facj- 
'enad with small pins, do not pull it 
.-ery tightly. Keep a wash boiler halt 
'ull of boiling water and rest the ban- 
ile across the edges of the boiler so 
.hat it may be turned several time* 
luring the five hours that the crape 
•e steaming. Then stand the handle 
-•p until the crape is 
perfectly dry. 


This usually requires ten hours. When 
\inpltined it will be found glossy and 
orlap as when new, and a pleasure t' 
the economical woman."
